No interference by the United States 
in the boundary dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuela will be tolerated 
by the British government. This, in ef- 
fect, is the reply of the’ British foreign 
office to Ambassador Bayard’s represen- 
tation of the desire of the United States 
to bring about a settlement of the boun- 
dary dispute by arbitration. A cable- 
gram was received at the state depart- 
ment today (Wednesday) from Ambas- 
sador Bayard conveying this informa- 
tion. 

Lord Kimberley’s communication to

Many Hundreds Buried 
Who Were Not Dead. 


Appeal to Legislatures of 
Every State. 


A Boston Herald reported saw Presi- 
dent George T. Angell of the American 
Humane Educational Society -at his 
office this morning and said: 

“Mr. Angell, The Herald would like 
to know what you, as president of your 
society, think of the matter now before 
the Legislature of insuring the lives of 
children ?’’ 

“Well,” he replied, “if what’I find 
stated in a report of the state board of 
health in Tennessee is true, the busi- 
ness, it seems to me, seems to be sim- 
ply infernal, and our Legislature should 
enact a law to send tt state prison any 
man who engages In if. 

“Dr, Samuel Boyd, secretary of the 
state board of health in Tennessee, 
states that he has been watching the 
growth and tendency of parents to 
commit this crime, and that the results 
of his observations are appalling to 
him. Dr. Boyd says: 

“There is no doubt that many chil- 
dren have perished in my city (Nash- 
ville) for lack of proper treatment who 
would have been living today if no in- 
ducements of a pecuniary nature had 
been held out.’ 

“He further says: ‘And many, too, 
have in my opinion been murdered out- 
right for the purpose of getting the in- 
surance. I have seen many cases full 
of horrible suspicion.’ 

“The chairman of a special committee 
on the subject of ‘Child Life Insurance,’ 
Dr. Daniel F. Wright, calls attention to 
an alarmingly great increase in the 
amount of child murder for the sake of 
trifling sums of money obtained under 
such policies. He says: 

“Were the statements not well sub- 
stantiated they would be almost incred- 
ible. The means employed for the mur- 
der of the innocents. is generally no 
more violent than the withholding of a 
mother's care, starvation and the lack 
of medical attendance. We are told that 
conviction for the crime can seldom be 
secured, although abundant circumstan- 
tial evidence can be presented.’ ;

GEORGE GOODE’S TRIAL, 


Roxbury Letter Carrier Tells His Story in 
in the District Court.

World points ont hae ie was in 
March an inerease of $28,808,100 in 
the interest-bearing debt, and this large 
addition was only partially offset by a 
decrease of $771,320 in the non-interest 


‘bearing debt, and an increase of $9,719,- 


674 in the treasury cash, These 
changes, taking them together, show an 
inerease of $18,317,106 in the amount 
of the public debt, less cash in the 
treasury, during Mareh. 

No doubt all the figures cited by the 
World are official, but our contempor- 
ary has fallen into a mistake—a very 
natural one, we admit—in supposing 
that there is any connection between 
the monthly receipts and expenditures 
of the treasury and, the monthly move- 
ments in the debt statement. There 


‘was a time when this connection ex- 


isted and was distinctly traceable in 
the official report. But of late years 
the official! statements of the public 
debt have been given in so confused 
and perplexing a form that they are 
always useless for the enlightenment 
of plain pecple, and often so mislead- 
ing in*their exhibit that they become 
worse than worthless. 

In point of fact, the government ex- 
penditures during March outran the re- 
ceipts by only a very trivial sum. The 
expenditures for the month amounted 
to $25,716,957, while the receipts were 
$25,470,575, a deficit of $246,382. If 


the debt statements were compiled on. 


proper lines the March return would 
have exhibited nearly balanced changes 
instead of showing an apparent in- 
erease of over $18,000,000. 


THE TESLA MARVELS. 

In the April number of the Century 
Magazine, Mr. T. C. Martin, the editor 
of the Blectrical Engineer, presents a 
eareful study of. the recent electrical 
work of Mr. Nicholas Tesla. The task 
is a difficult one, because there is so 
much in Mr. Tesla’s work that re- 
quires for its appreciation a mastery of 
some of the most abstruse principles of 
electrical science. Mr, Martin brings 
the subject as near to popular apprehen- 
sion as it probably can be done. The 
ordinary reader does not readily grasp 
“continuous” 
and an “alternating’’ current, and is 
not prepared to see in the latter the 
potentiality and the promise of electrical 
achievement as yet undreamed of. It 
was Tesla’s discovery of the “rotating 
magnetic field” that has rendered possi- 
ble the transmission of the power of 
Niagara by expanding indefinitely the 
range and flexibility of the alternating 
é¢urrent. The beauty of Tesla’s solution 
of ‘a problem which had hitherto baffled 
electricians is but faintly indicated in 
Mr. Martin’s description of the rotating 


magnetic field as a pulley mounted upon 
_a shaft, and perpetually running after a 


magnetic pole, without ever being able

New York Grand Jury Reports—Charges 
Against Byrnes and Sheehan Dismissed, 
NEW YORK, April 5, 1895. The grand 

jury today presented to Judge Ingra- 

ham what appeared to be four indict- 
ments and a presentment. The judge 
thanked the members for their labors, 
and then formally discharged them. 

The grand jurors, in their address, 
said that the mass of evidence before 
them satisfied them that there was good 
reasons for further investigations into 
various departments of the city govern- 
ment, and asked that the regular grand 
jury hereafter be directed to institute 
investigations into allegations of official 
misconduct and corruptien in all the 
city departments. 


The grand jury considered the charges 
against Supt. Byrnes of being impli- 
cated with Dr. Newton Whiteheadin 
procuring abortions. The charges were 
dismissed. 

The charges against ex-Police Com- 
missioner John §. Sheehan in relation 
to using undue official influence at the 
late election were also dismissed,

lows: ; 

1. Great Britain takes the position 
that the question of arbitration was. 
once before proposed by Venezuela. At 
that time the foreign office gave the 
subject most careful consideration and 
then submitted a reply embodying a 
proposition to arbitrate certain definite 
subjects of controversy. To this propo- 
sition Venezuela has never made a re- 
ply, \elther accepting or rejecting the 
proposed basis of arbitration. Under 
these circumstances it is not desirable 
to proceed to a second proposition of 
arbitration, when the first remains un- 
answered. 

2. In any event there are certain por- 
tions of territory to which Venezuela 
lays’ claim, which under no circum 
stances will be made the subject of ar- 
bitration, as they are recognized and 


established portions of the British do- 
main, and are not, therefore, a subject 
on which the judgment of arbitrators 
could be invoked. 

3. The subject matter is one between 
Great Britain and Venezuela, so that 
the good offices of the United States 
are not regarded as essential to a set- 
tlement, as it is not understood that the 
United States have assumed a protec- 
torate over Venezuela or have other in- 
terests than that of a friendly power.

May Be Resubmitted to 
Vote of the People. 


Bill to Repeal Will Come up 
Monday. 


The bill to repeal the subway will rest 
in the House calendar till Monday, when 
it will be advanced for.considération by 
special assignment to an early day. In 
regular order it would not be reached 
for a second reading under 10 days. 

A paper was circulated today for the 
signatures of the Boston members of the 
House indorsing a proposition to hold a 
public meeting in Faneuil Hall to pro- 
test against the subway and in advocacy 
of he repeal bill. There are 48 Boston 
members in the House, 26 of whom vot- 
ed in the division of Thursday to reject 
the repeal bill. Of the 26 men so voting 
23 aré Democrats and three Republicans. 
The Republican delegation from this 
city is therefore substantially agreed in 
its opposition to the subway. The three 
Republican members recorded against 
the bill were Messrs. Bates of ward 1, 
Spring of ward 10 and Lowell of ward 
ll. It is unfortunate for the subway 
that its Boston friends in the House are 
almost exclusively Democrats. The 
members of that party have no influence 
worth speaking of with the country 
members. As a matter of fact, the coun- 
try members usually vote against every- 
thing that is supported by the. Demo- 
cratic members from this city. 


When the subway bill comes up for 
its second reading an amendment will 
be proposed to submit the question to 
a vote of the people. This amendment 
was ruled out of order on Wednesday 
when it was moved as a provision of 
the bill to amend the subway act, 
which has been reported, at the re- 
quest of the transit commisison. There 
is said to be no parliamentary objection 
to adding this amendment to the re- 
peal bill. Neither is it an unprecedent- 
ed act of the Legislatures to submit the 
same question to a vote of the people 
in two successive years. In 1893 the 
Legislature passed an act to amend 
the charter of the city of Worcester. 
A feature of this act was a provision 
requiring minority representation in the 
board of aldermen, The Republicans 
had controlled the entire board, and a 
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strength allow y yr the secon 
time to preside over our deliber. 
ations. We find still livelier sat- 
isfaction in your presence for the rea- 
son that it allows us as a conference 
to make recognition of the fact that 
this is the 50th anniversary of your en- 
trance into the ministry.

than 260 preachers, and they bring to 
you the Christian greetings and con- 
gratulations of 40,000 members. 

“Tf we knew methods of expression 
more ample .and forceful we- would 
surely use them to help us to say all 
that our hearts desire. We can only 
repeat our sincerest congratulations, 
and add thereto the prayer that you 
may long be spared to our church; that 
the present century may end in noon- 
day splendor, and that in the morning 
years of the 19th century you and your 
colleagues may lead 6,000,000 of genu- 
ine Methodists to the conquest of the 
world.” 

Rev. Dr. J. W. Hamilton seconded 
the memorial, alluding feelingly to his 
working under Bishop Merrill just 30 
years ago, when the latter was a pre- 
siding elder in the West.

Delegates from All Parts of the Coun- 
try im Session at Grend Rapids—Ad- 
dress of Welcome by Congressman 
Smith and One of Harmony by a 
Vermont University Man. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., April 5, 1895. 
The fourth annual convention of the 
American Republican College League 
convened at 10 o’clock this forenoon in 
the St. Cecelia Club house. There were 
65 delegates present, representing the 
various colleges of the United States. 

The vast auditorium was packed with 
college men from the University of 
Michigan and members of the Lincoln 
Republican Club, while the galleries 
were filled with representative ladies 
of the city and state. The tonvention 
was called to order by President Cox of 
the University of New York. 

Congressman William Alden Smith 
delivered the address of welcome. He 
touched upon the young men in politics 
and cited Legislatures of many states 
and the last two Congresses as proof 
that the day had gone by when none 
but gray hairs could be honored by the 
people in halls of legislation. The young 
man was fitting himself for the politi- 
cal duties and forging to the front. 

The college league was a great edu- 
eator of Republican priuciples, and the 
party having so powerful a reserve as 
that of the membership of the league 
could not but retain political suprem- 
acy and win victories, both state and 
national. No country offered the young 
man so many opportunities to succeed 
as does America. 

An organization of this kind is what 
is needed to fit the young men for the 
political arena of the future.’ It has 
done a good work already, it is still do- 
ing good work, and is an ally and feeder 
for the party of Lincoln; it is its right 
arms, iis power of strength for the fut- 
ure. 

When the congressman closed, there 
was a tremendous burst of applause 
and college yells.

It is 
openly stated that the coldness of Har- 
vard and Yale and other large eastern 
colleges is due to the broadening of the 
field of membership by the following 
resolution adopted some time ago: 

Resolved, that under the constitution 
delegates to the National Leagle need 
not be actual students in the colleges 
they represent so long as they are duly 
outhorized by Republican clubs of such 


‘colleges and present regular credentials 
signed by the president and secretary 


of such clubs.”

former instances, makes the bill (which 
really had not a dozen supporters in the 
Legislature) a law. 

The bill is entitled ‘“‘An act to regu- 
late assignments and other conveyances 
of like nature in North Carolina,” ana 
as it now reads, ‘‘all conditional sales, 
mortgages, assignments or deeds in 
trust which are executed to secure any 
debt, obligation, note or bond,”’ are ‘‘ab- 
solutely void’’ if the party owes any- 
thing at the time of making either. 

The consequence is that the credit of 
the people of the state is ruined. Mer- 
chants will not extend credit 'on real 
estate mortgages of any kind. Banks 
will not even loan money on pledged 
collaterals. Capitalists up North who 
have sent money here to be loaned are 


ordering it to be returned to them. 
Nearly all the Populist leaders are 
now here In conference over the mat- 
ter. They have asked Gov. Carr to 
call a special session of the Legisla- 
ture so that the law can be repealed,

WILL BE EXECUTED APRIL 22. 


Preparations Already Making for the Elec- 
trocution of Dr, Buchanan, 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

NEW YORK, April 8, 1895. The time 
fixed for the execution of Dr. Buchan- 
an, the wife poisoner, in Sing Sing 
prison, is Monday, ‘April 22. Buchanan 
has been nervous and depressed since 
the court of appeals affirmed his con- 
viction, After this decision was ren- 
dered Buchanan, who has been defend- 
ed by Lawyer Brooke, decided to change 
his counsel, and employed William F. 
Howe for the purpose of carrying his 
case to the United States supreme court. 
This was his only hope. 

|. Buchanan was somewhat surprised 

when he was notified recently by Mr. 
Howe that he could not possibly pre- 
sent his case in the United States court 
at Washington, D. C., before April 22. 
The condemned man realizes that there 
is little chance of his execution being 
further postponed. 

Warden Sage says he does not think 
there will be any further delay in’ Dr. 
Buchanan’s case, and that he will go 
on with preparations for the execution. 

The warden has received over 100 ap- 
plications from medical men, electrical 
experts and others who desire to wit- 
ness Dr, Buchanan’s execution, The 


law will not permit the warden to grant 
over 30 of the applications, and these 
invitations will be sent out next week. 
Not so much interest has been shown 
in a condemned murderer at Sing Sing 
as in Buchanan’s case since Carlyle 
Harris’ was executed two years ago. 


A RESULT OF THE DEADLOCK. 


Lowell Raising Money by Selling Property 
for Taxes—License Fees Will Go Next.

These latter questions were asked 
with a view to contradicting him, as 
allowed by public statutes, chap. 169, 
sec. 22, under which it is necessary to 
mention to the witness ‘the circum- 
stances of the supposed statement, suf- 
ficient to designate the particular oc- 
casion.” It is now objected that the 
particular occasion was not mentioned 
to McDonald; but we think the time 
and place were sufficiently fixed. 


It is also objected that the questions 
to McDonald were on immaterial mat- 
ters, and that the government was 
bound by his answers. But it would be 
plainly material to show that at this 
time, which was after the date when 
the alleged conspiracy began, he and 
others were paying money in order to 
get licenses, and that Alderman Hoyt 
had got the money paid by him. Arnold 
was subsequently called as a witness, 
and it was sought to contradict Mc- 
Donald by him. The objection to Ar- 
nold’s testimony, which is now relied 
on, is that he was permitted to testify 
to an entirely different: conversation 
with McDonald. 

It is doubtful if this ground of ob- 
jection is open to the defendants, as it 
was not taken at the trial. If open, 
the time and place fixed’ by Arnold for 
his conversation were the same, viz., 
just prior to the transfer of McDon- 
ald’s license and at Arnold’s salesroom. 
Although his testimony did not contra- 
dict McDonald so fully as the govern- 
ment appeared to expect, yet to some 
extent it contradicted him, and it tend- 
ed to show that McDonald then said it 
had cost him about $100 (meaning, in 
order to get his license), and that Hoyt 
might have got it, or some of the 
others. Merely as affecting the credit 
to be given McDonald, as a witness, 
this evidence was competent; and to 
this it was carefully limited in the in- 
structions to the jury. 


6. Alderman Pinkham was allowed to 
testify that at the meeting of April 16, 
just before acting on the applications 
for licenses, the aldermen took a recess 
and went into the committee room, 
that they all talked about granting the 
licenses; that they took a recess to go 
in and talk the matter over; that he 
said he wanted to go in and grant all 
the licenses, but wouldn’t go in and 
take any part jn granting part of 
them; that it was a general conversa+ 
tion, and each of the four aldermen 
wanted to grant the licenses (i. e., a 
part of them).

dicted aldermen, in view of the objec- 
tions of the mayor and of the witness.

We are reluctant to apply this rule in 
cases where ‘we have no real doubt what 
the party offering the testimony expect- 
ed to prove, even although it is not dis- 
tinctly stated. In the present case we 
are wholly in the dark as to what coun- 
sel for the defence expected Kimball to 
_ testify to.. We are unable to see that the 
excluded testimony would probably have 
been fayorable to him. Not enough was 
_ stated to enable us to infer that the tes- 
timony of Croy was a distorted version 
of another conversation upon the same 
subject, and the distance of time makes 
this theory improbable. 
The exclusion of the evidence, there~ 
fore, furnishes’ no ground for a new 
trial. Crowley v. Appleton, 148 Mass., 
98; Smethhurst v. Barton Square Church, 
148 Mass., 261; Farnum vy. Pitcher, 151 
Mass., 470. 


The objection most relied on by the de- 
fendants is to the ruling of the court 
requiring the several defendants, while 
testifying in their own behalf, to answer 
the questions whether they did not re- 
fuse to testify before the grand jury. on 
the ground that they might thereby crim- 
inate themselves. But this objection, al- 

_So0, is unavailing. 

It was within the constitutional right 
of the several defendants when testi- 
fying before the grand jury to refuse 
to answer questions on that ground. 
Dec. of Rights, art. 12. 

By public statutes chap. 169, sec. 18, 
it is provided that “In the trial of all 
indictments and complaints and oth- 
er proceedings against persons charged 
with the commission of crimes 
or offences, a person so charged shall, 
at his own request, but not otherwise, 
be deemed a competent witness; and 
his refusal or neglect to testify shall 

‘not create ai presuspptpn against him.’ 

This provision of statute does not in 
terms include an investigation before 
the grand jury, which cannot be con- 
sidered as a trial. But it may be as- 
sumed that the provision of the consti- 
tution needs no statute to reinforce it 
in this particular, and that the refusal 
to testify before the grand jury could 
create no presumption against the de- 
fendants, whether the above statute 
applies or not. This means no _ pre- 
sumption upon which a legal judgment 
of consequences could rest.’ Magistrates 
and courts in their officias action must 
give no weight to it. 

One who avails himself of his Gonsti- 
tutional privilege and refuses to accuse 
or furnish evidence against himself 
shall be subect to’ no injurious conse- 
quences under the law by reason of his 
having done so. The constitution and 
laws’ do not and could not assume to 
say that no unfavorable private opinion 
should be formed. The protection. af- 
forded by the constitution is that the 
individual shall not be prejudiced at 
law by his silence, if he keeps silent. 

This protection, like other consti- 
tutional rights and privileges, e. g., 
the right of trial by .jury. Parker vs. 
Nickerson, 187 Mass., 487, 492: Dole vs. 
Wooldredfe, 142 Mass., 161, 179, may be 
waived. If an ordinary witness, who is 
not a party to the cause, knowing that 
he is not bound to testify concerning a 
fact which may tend to criminate him- 
self, voluntarily answers in part, he 
waives his privilege and may be fully 
eross-examined. Foster W. Pierce, 11 
Cush.,. 437. Commonwealth vs. Price, 10 
Gray, 472, 476. Commonwealth vs. Pratt, 
126 Mass., 462. And by universal con- 
sent, if one under indictment avails 
himself of a statute allowing him to 
testify, and voluntarily becomes a wit- 
hess in his own behalf, he waives his 
constitutional protection to a certain 
extent, at least. He is not bound to 
testify. He may remain silent, relying 
on the statutory provision that his ne- 
glect or refusal to testify shall not’ 
create a presumption against him. 

But if, at his own request, he becomes 
a witness in his own behalf, he takes an 
oath to tell the whole truth. 

In this commonwealth the cross-exam- 
ination is not restricted to matters in- 
quired of in chief. He may be cross-ex- 
amined like other witnesses. He may be 

questioned as to all incriminating cir- 
cumstances, and he must answer all 
such questions as are relevant to the 
subject to the charge against him. What- 
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‘PITTSFIELD, April 8,

The stories as to how the shooting 
occurred are so conflicting that it is 
hard to get at the facts. Costigan, in 
a brief ante-mortem statement about 
2 o’clock this morning, just before he 
received the sacrament from Fr. Mc- 
Laughlin of St. Joseph’s Church, said 
he had no intention of committing vio- 
lence when heswent to Andrews’ house, 
and he forgave Andrews for shooting 
him. 

Fr..McLaughlin said to The Herald 
man this morning, that, when he saw 
Costigan, the man was in great pain, 
but was conscious for a short time and 
talked rationally. He did not seem to 
have been under the influence of liquor. 

The physicians corroborate the state- 
ment of Fr. McLaughlin that Costigan 
Was sober, but say that if he had been 
drinking the shock of the wound would 
have sobered him. 

Costigan was in such great agony 
from the time he was shot until he died 
that it was hard to get any extended 
ante-mortem statement from him, 

John Keily, who was with Costigan, 
Says that they drove up to Andrews’ 
house, he thinks, about 11 o’clock, and 
asked Andrews for a whee! to put on 
the wagon, as one was broken. 

There was only one spoke broken out 
of one of the wheels, so this, it is sup- 
posed, was an excuse to get into An- 
drews’ house. It is said the men knew 
Andrews, and were aware that he some- 
times kept cider in his cellar. They had 
been to Cheshire, and it is evident, from 
what both they and Andrews say, that 
they had been drinking. 

While Kelly and shea _ strenuously 
maintain that they did ont intend any 
violence, and did not attempt to break 
into the house, Andrews and his-son in- 
sist that they came to thef ront door, 
broke the lock, kicked out a panel and 
rushed into the house. When told to 
leave they paid no attention. 

Andrews then raised his double-bar- 
relled shotgun and shct Costigan in the 
abdomen when the latter was only 
about four feet from the muzzle of the 
gun. He fell into the arms of Kelly. 

One strong point in the evidence that 
Andrews had no malice against these 
men is that he and his son helped put 
Costigan into the wagon after he was 
shot. Costigan was in such agony on 
the two-mile ride to Pittsfield over the 
rough roads sthat he ‘said repeatedly 
that he wished he could die.

‘cial assignment for that time. The bill 


in the Senate, known as Senate bill No. 
239, is entitled “An act to enforce re- 
turns of personal property for taxa- 
tion,’ and of this we give an abstract 
in another column. It would be difficult 
to frame a much more objectionable 
measure, and if it became a law might 
have the effect of curing certain of the 
evils now complained of by proving it- 
self to be so obnoxious that the reac- 
tion that would set in would tend to 
place our system of taxation upon .a 
more scientific basis. But, on general 
principles, we do not believe in trying 
to eure an abuse by intensifying the 
abuse, and on that account trust that 
little trouble will be found in defeating 
this measure, which commits to jail 
those who refuse to answer interroga- 
tories concerning the character, quality 
and location of the personal property 
possessed by them, It seems curious, 
though possibly it is no more than log- 
ical, that those who believe in systems 
of double taxation—that is, the taxing 
of mortgages and debts, the taxation 
of a piece of property and also the taxa- 
tion of the paper evidence of its pos- 
session—are also those who believe in 
this drastic method of forcing payment 
of a tax. 

The measure in the House of Repre- 
sentatives that is to come up is the re- 
port of the Committee on taxation of 
leave to withdraw on the petition of the 
Massachusetts ‘Anti-Double Taxation 
League for exemption from taxation in 
Massachusetts of shares of capital stock 
of corporations organized under the laws 
of other states, the relief of taxation of 
incomes derived from property subject 
to taxation—that is, that has already 
paid a tax—the exemption of municipal 
obligations from taxation, and the pre- 
vention of double taxation of merchan- 
dise pledged for debt. ‘The first yote 
on this question, if it is taken. on 
Wednesday, will be on the motion of 
Mr. Utley of Brookline, to substitute 
the bills fayoring these changes for the 
report of leave to withdraw, and we 
heartily trust that he may succeed in 
carrying with him a majority of his as- 
sociates in the House. When one con- 
siders that if we could provide a proper

Basing their calculations on the im- 
ports of foreign merchandise in the 
fiscal year 1893—the last year of nor- 
mal importations—the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Senate finance committee 
estimated that the tariff would produce 
a customs revenue of $179,251,142 per 
annum, an average of $14,937,595 per 
month. This product has been reached 
in three of the seyen months during 
which the new tariff has been in opera- 
tion. In September, 1894, the customs 
brought in $15,564,990; in January, 
1895, $17,361,916, and in March, 1895, 
$14,929,789. The first two of these 
months cannot, however, be fairly 
taken as evidence of the productiveness 
of the tariff, for in each of them the 
customs income was largely swollen 
by payments on goods which had held 
back to obtain the benefit of lower 
duties. 

In March, on the other hand, the col- 
lections of customs ran on normal! lines. 
Thus, in appraising them, no material 
allowance for unusual conditions is 
called for. So, when we find the cus- 
toms revenue last month running well 
up to the average monthly product 
which the Senate finance committee 
reckoned upon, we may safely say that 
the new tariff justified the expectations 
of its framers. And it accomplished 
this in the teeth of a loss of at least 
$1,000,000, owing to the unlooked for 
decline in the price of sugar. 


THE DORCHESTER GARBAGE PLANT, 

Tomorrow the Dorchester garbage 
plant case comes up in court for a hear- 
ing on its merits. The question is in 
regard to the granting of the injunction 
which our board of health has applied 
for on the ground that the Gibson street 
plant is a nuisance, and dangerous to 
the health of the neighborhood. The 
Herald has never held but one opinion 
on this matter. From the first tve have 
denounced the placing of the garbage 
works in the midst of a residential 
district as an outrage, not only on the 
people of the immediate vicinity, but 
upon all the citizens of Boston, for 
with such a precedent once established 
who could tell where another plant 
would be located. 

In saying this we have, of course, no 
thought of influencing the decision of 
the court. We merely restate views 
which we have often before expressed, 
and which experience has amply .con- 
firmed.

SESSION CONTINUED. 


Dxzamination into Various State Depart 
ments Around New York City. 

NEW YORK, April 8, 1895. The special 
legislative committee of which Senator 
Higgins is. chairman, to examine into 
various state departments in the neigh- 
borhood of New York city, continued its 
session at the Murray Hill Hotel this 
morning. The first witness. examined 
was Dr. Doty, health officer of the port. 
He explained the workings of his office, 
and was then asked what legislation he 
could suggest that would be of advan- 
tage. 

‘‘Nothing,’’ he said, ‘‘except, posibly, 
some measure placing the employes of 
Swinburne and Hoffman islands under 
direct :ontrol of the health commission- 


er. They are now subject to the direc- 
tions of the quarantine’ commission 
only, but have really nothing to do, ex- 
cept take care of patients sent there by 
us, so they should naturally beunder 
our direction.”’ 

Dr. Doty. said that the fees collected 
last year from vessels was $50,000, but he 
thought there would be less this year. 
These fees are used to pay various ex- 
penses. He said he has found that a 
bacteriologist is necessary at the sta- 
tion, and he expects to engage one, to 
be paid with money saved by doing 
away with other employes.
